AHS Field Director: 

• Sarah Truckle, who worked in the Sec. office, left AHS at the end of 
December. Looking to reconfigure how that position works. 

• Still recruiting for Barre/Hartford Field Director 

• Complex Care Housing Resource Teams happening around the state 
are 15 teams working with about 100 households around the state. 
There are a number of families in hotels in the transitional housing 
programs. Will be doing shared care planning with families.  

 
Interagency Planning Work: 

• DMH, DAIL, VDH, are working on standing up more residential 
capacity in VT. This work includes DVHA partners and Medicaid Policy. 
We will be sure to bring in AOE as we progress.

AOE: 

• Recruiting for State Special Ed. director (this was the position Jacqui 
Kelleher held before going to VFN)—interviews are being held.  
 

DMH: 

• Work happening to submit a report related to private insurance and 
residential placement parity with Medicaid. 

• PNMI work happening there is an initiative moving forward with DAIL, 
DMH, DCF to look at revising PNMI rate setting rules. Two phases: 
address issues of adding an inflationary clause to the rate setting 
process and phase 2 will include stakeholder input about how to 
address other issues with rate setting methodology. 

• Had a dip of children waiting in EDs over the holidays.  

• There are covid outbreaks at CVPH and the Brattleboro Retreat which 
may slow down admissions.  

 
Legislative information: 

• DMH focus this session which was testified on today in House Health 
Care: Suicide Prevention, Peer supports, and mobile response.  

• Allowance for public meetings to occur virtually ends Sunday so an 
extension from the legislature is being put forward to look to extend 
to July 2024.  

 
DMH/DVHA: 

• Eating Disorder Legislative workgroup-final meeting was in Dec. group 
is submitting a report with recommendations. As of January 1st of this 
year—the prior auth. For eating disorder residential level of care the 
authorization has been lifted for those with Medicaid. Hoping private 
insurance will follow suit.
